OUTLINES HOME MWETHOD OF 
_ . ‘ESTING SEED GRAIN. 


Dr, G. P_ MrRostie, O. A. C., tells 
how farmers may test germination 
quedities of grain at home. 


Ontario farmers are being advised 
by the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture to test all seed for germina. 
tion before planting this year. With 
farm help scarce, every acre tilled 
ehaould be made to produce more bush- 


fely per acre, Farmers can test seed 


at home and there is no time like the 
present. ' 

Any method which keeps seed 
moist and at an average room temper- 
ature for six to ten days should re. 
ult in satisfactory germination, says 
Dr. G. P. McRostie, Field Husbandry 
Department, O. A. C., Guelph. He 
states a five inch or larger flower pot 
makes a suitable container, 

‘“Thig can be filled about . three- 
quarters full of either sand or loamy 
earth which should be firmed down, 
Scatter the seeds to be tested over 
the top of the soil spacing them as 
evenly as possible, then cover the 
epaced seed with another half to 
three-quarters of an inch of the same 
kind of soil. Pack firmly and keep 
moist but not wet. Set in some suit. 
able place not too near the stove or 
window. 

Count the germinated seeds at the 
end of six duye and again at the end 
of ten days. The total number of the 
100 seeds Which produce sprouts will 
be the percentage germination, Any 
sprouts which are weak and sickly 
looking should be discarded and not 
included in the final percent germina- 
tion as they would not likely produce 
healthy plants. 


If the germination is about 85 per 
cent, the seed should be quite satis-

TO INCREASE CONTRIBU- |

HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


Hon. T. B. MecQuesten, Ontario 
Minister of Highways, said last week 
there would be an increase this year 
in the Ontario Government's contrib. 
utions to municipalities for highway 
maintenance. 

Addressing the Ontario Good Roads 
Association convention at Toronto, 
Mr. McQuesten said the increase in 
contributions, which would be slight, 
would help make up for lack of cap- 
ital expenditure due to the war. 

He said the Ontario Government 
last year gave $5,500,000 to 37 coun- 
ties and 564 townships in the prov- 
ince “which resulted in at least $10,. 
000,000 worth of work on highways.”’ 

“The unprecedented gasoline tax 
returns indicate likely wear and tear 
op secondary roads, and on specific 
roads throughout the province, such’ 
as those leading to airport, and to’ 
new war industries, and highway pro- | 
gram emphasis will be put on co-or- | 
dinating it with the war effort.” 

Mr. McQuesten said his department 
looked with “great disfavor’’ on! 
“frequent” changes in highway ap-.| 
ointments made by municipal coun-' 
cils. ‘Some of these changes may be | 
poses to protect competent men in’ 
their positions,’’ 

Mr. McQuesten said the system | 
started last year by which municipal: | 
ities paid for road machinery on a 
rental basis rather than charging it} 
to capital cost and the standardized | 
system of highway bookkeeping urz-| 
ed upon municipalities were proving | 
satisfactory.

Coroner W. J. Costello of nearby 
Buckingham, Que., decided the deaths 
were accidental and that no inquest 
would be held, 

He said he believed the lads mis- 
took foam from a mill sewage outlet.

Alfred Prid-Homme of Gatineau 
Mills, playing near the five other 
boys, saw them struggling in the wa- 
ter and ran‘screaming for help. By 
the time men reached the foaming 
pool the five boys were dead. 

Four of the bodies were recovered 
almost at once, The ‘*ifth, that of Gor- 
don Smith, had not been found late 
Wednesday night, and paper mill 
workers were grappling for it in the 
river, in the glaring beams of a large 
searchlight.

British headquarters in Greece ana 
nounced Mondiy that Royal Air 
Force pilots heavily attacked | the 
Berati Airdrome Sunday, effecting 
Square hits on hangars and other 
buildings and setting off fires visible 
fifty miles away. 

Three grounded Italian planes were 
believed to have been severely da- 
maged a communique said. There 
were no British losses. 

Summing up the aerial combat of 
February 28th in which 26 Fascist 
planes had originally been declared 
destroyed, the British communique 
said it had been subsequently con- 
firmed that one of nine Italian craft 
damaged had crashed thus bringing 
the total destroyed to 27. The remain- 
ing eight were seid to have been so 
damaged as to make their return to 
base impossible. 

The Greek Ministry of Home Se. 
curity declared that rescue work had 
to be suspended at Larisa during an 
hour.long Italian air raid Sunday on 
that stricken town, 

“Enemy aviation, fully aware that 
on the previoug day Larisa suffered 
terrific damage with quite a few cas. 
ualties from an earthquake, and at a 
time when the ground was _— being 
shaken by continuous tremors and 
thousands of women and children 
were homeless, bombed the stricken 
town for a whole hour,” the ministry 
Said, 

The bombings caused no additional 
casualties, a Greek spokesman said, 
because 90 per cent of the population 
had left the ruins of the town 
nearby Villages.

@ reserve supply of minerals for milk 
production. 

Much of the mineral material re. 
quired is provided through the liberal 
feeding of well-balanced rations, 
Even with good feeding, short. 
Ages of certain minerals may occur 
such as calclum, phosphorus, fodine, 
and the mineral elements found in 
falt, sodium, and chlorine. Here are 
some good mineral mixtures.

FAKED; SENTENCE 
IS SUSPENDED 


Having claimed that he had been 
slugged on the head and robbed of 
$140. on the night of January 7, 
James Whitley of Trenton last week 
pleaded guilty to a charge of giving 
wrong information to the police.

TWO ESCAPED PRISONERS

The prison camp at Fort Henry. 
near Kingston, Ont., held'among oth- 
er prisoners on Monday two German 
naval officers who sought freedom in 
a jaunt across the ice.covered Saint 
Lawrence River only to. be captured 
by United States authorities. 

The men identified ag Bernhardt 
Gohoke and Heinz Rottman, were 
returned to Fort Henry during the 
week-end after being given a hearing 
before United States immigration of- 
ficials at the border. 

Their escape became known Friday 
and on Friday night a United States 


border patrol nabbed them as they 
strode across the river. They were
